Ordinance No. 43 Not Enforced Nor 


Any Attempt Made to Do So.

The attention of a Journal reporter 


was called to the practice of a lot of 
young men In this town who are in 
the habit of Jumping on and off of 
moving trains as they pass through 
the yards. 
Of course it Is none of 


The Journal's business one way or the 
other, but this article is printed with 
the hope that the Chief of Police or 
some other officer'wilt see thoMt]u}in* 
ance No. 43 does not become a dead 
l«ttar on the books. The, ordinance is 
clear and concise and does not have 
to be read more than once to define 
the duties of the officers in the prem- 
ises. There i* hardly a day that passes 
but that dozens of boys are seen Jump, 
ing on and oft moving trains and one 
of these times they will make the last 
jump and then—there will be a funeral 
and a home Invaded with sorrow. The 
officers should enforce this ordinance 
to the letter. The ordinance is as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1—It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persona, other than pas- 
sengers and employes, to ride upon, 
jump on or pff any moving train, en- 
gl.ie, coi, or cars flpon any railroad 
track within the town of Reno without 
the consent of those properly in charge 
of such train, engine or cars. 


Sec. 2—Any person or persons vio- 


lating the provisions of the forego- 
ing section shall be deemed guilty of 
a nuisance, and on conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than five dollars 
or more than one hundred dollars or 
be imprisoned in the county jail not 
more than fifty days; or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 


There is nothing about this ordin- 


ance that can be* misconstrued and the 
prcper officer* should see'it Is 
1" enforced

The dev elopment of the telegraph, telephone, phono- 


graph and various other mechanical contrivances for th< 
utilization and application of the mysterious agency or 
force known as electricity, must, in fairness, be placed al 
the head of modern inventions, because it not only covers 
the field of mechanics, but also involves a profound study 
of the nature of electricity Itself. 
This subtle agency 


gives us light, heat and power, it carries the tones of our 
voices hundreds of miles along a. slender wire, it preserves 
and treasures up sounds for future reproduction and use. 
But until lately no progress had been made in transmit- 
ting the current effectively save by means of continuous 
wires along which it passed much as a railroad train 
moves ovei its rails A break in thp wire would at once 
diffuse the current into space where it was lost. 


Now we are assured that Marconi is sending his mes- 


sages through space hundreds and even thousands of miles 
with nothing but the air as a conductor Upon principle 
the mystery seems too deep for solution It would appear 
that a current discharged on one side of -the Atlantic 
would simply scatter in every direction, and never reach 
the other side except in imperceptible waves. Marconi's 
invention, as we understand it, is an Instrument of such 


sensitive and delicacy that It will receive «a<) accurately 
record those feeble waves as an ordinary telegraphic re- 
ceiver does with the currents which comes to "it directly 
over the wires. 
., 
„,. . 


If this system can be so perfected a* to work with cer- 


tainty at all times and under all conditions, its -value can 
scarcely be over-estimated. As an instance ot its pos- 
sibilities may be mentioned the case of a ship at sea in 
distress and danger. Equipped with a Marconi battery 
it can send out its signals giving its latitude and longi- 
tude, and the nature of it* trouble. 
Any other vessel 


within hundreds of miles, provided with a suitable receiv- 
er, would at once be appraised of the situation and could 
hasten to the relief of the endangered ship. In effect it 
would be much tbe same as if the human voice would car- 
ry similar distances and be distinctly heard.v 


, It Is a singular thing that while all of these inventions 


have been made for ihe application and utilization of the 
electric current, it still remains for some genius to dis- 
cover and explain what electricity actually is. Whether 
it is a distinct kind of matter or only a condition of mat- 
ter is as yet unknown. Experimentally it has been dis- 
covered that it can be created in certain ways, handled 
by certain methods, and that it will do certain things. 
But why it can be thus created, why it can be handled by 
such methods, and why it will perform such wonders no- 
body seems to know. Practical use is, of course, the 
great desideratum, but it is not to be doubted that if the 
nature of the agency were better understood, it would aid 
greatly in its utilization.

Outsider as told by 
His Home Paper 


The people of Nevada, are not all In- 


dians. 
Eight-ninths of the popula- 


tion is composed of pushing, aggres- 
sive, courageous Anglo-Saxons. 


Many people have an idea that Ne- 


vada was shoved in like a wedge be- 
tween Utah and California simply to 
make the overland trip disagreeable. 
This is wrong. These dry blistered 
plains and brindle mountains' were 
once the home of the great Diplodocus 
which was sixty feet long and twelve 
feet high. The still greater Camara- 
saums. eighty feet long and sixteen 
feet high, used to wag his silly little 
short tail and gambol among the bull- 
rushes around here long before Schuy 
ler Colfax came west. Colossal for- 
tunes have been made here, but those 
who made them, instead of using some 
of the wealth Nevada gave them to 
adorn and develop the State, rushed ol 
to Frisco, New York and Parin, an< 
left Nevada to shift for itself. 


Soon after their desertion a large 


portion of the inhabitants took to thi 
woods, and have not been seen around 
here since. 


The population dropped from 62,266 


in 1880, to 42,335 in 1900, but pros- 
perity seems to have returned at last. 
The discoveries at Tonopah and We- 
dekind have increased the population 
materially, and the astonishing growth 
of this picturesque little city on the 
Truckee has assisted much in checking 
the backward movement. 


Reno is situated in a large, round 


fertile valley,, which is surrounded by 
towering snow-capped mountains. Thi 
valley is swarming with farms, cattli 
and sheep, and the climate Is so mile 
that plowing is now being Indulged In 
by some of the farmers.

He Is 
broad-gauge Western gentleman, open- 
handed, genial and popular. His hos- 
pitality la limitless, and his friend* 
Include the entire population of Ne 
vada and part of Callofrnia. 


Not long ago an aged but Imluatrlou* 


piano-tuner became thoroughly "pos- 
sessed" with the Idea that rich ore 
was concealed on a small hill across 
the valley from Reno. 
He dug and 


scratched away in the soft metamor- 
phic andeslte, as 
piano-tuners will 


and pestered his friends about It, untl 
in self-defense they were obliged to 
tell him he was crazy. 
Although hl< 


funds grew very scant, he scratched 
away until he found it. 
Then the 


gray-haired, persevering tuner shov- 
eled out money to the tune of $80,00b 
and sold the mine to John Sparks for 
$200,000. The tuner's name was Geo 
Wedekind, and now hundreds of peopl 
are trying their best to be crazy like 
George was. 


Mr. Sparks has opened up and taken 


out many thousands of dollars from 
the Wedekind mine, and has built a 
mill to treat it. 


With its usual enterprise, Colorado 


Springs capital arrived immediately 
after the discovery. 


The Consolidated Nevada Company

Editor Journal—A few months ago 


the gold standard press claimed that 
the prosperous condition of the coun- 
try was due to the administration. 
They now fea: a reaction and are try- 
Ing tp convince the people that pan- 
ics and commercial disasters 
come 


along periodically and the people must 
take their medicine like true patriots 
and stick to the gold standard Other- 
wise it might impair our credit abroad 
and cause 
a. depreciation of United 


States bonds in the European bond 
market and in the language of John 
Sherman—we must maintain our nat- 
ional credit at home and abroad, un- 
impaired, if it takes the last ahirt from 
the back of the people 


The foregoing Is the essence of what 


is being prepared by the gold standard 
people to fool the people. 
They no 


longer claim that the Administration 
caused the prosperity, for if the tide 
should turn, the Administration would 
also be held for the coinage and the 
next election would result in a repu 
dlation of the gold standard. 
Hence, 


their prediction of a periodical cyclone 
of panic and disaster as necessary to 
preserve the equilibrum of 
the gold 


standard 


Perhaps a little investigation into 


the financial legislation and the bank- 
ing business for the past ten years will 
enable us to see where we are at finan- 
cially and enable us to provide a rem- 
edy for this periodical panic which the 
gold standard press say is about due 


In 1892 there were 9352 banks in 


the United States with individual de 
posits, amounting to $4,677,000,000 In 
July, 1902, the number of banks had 
increased to 16,156, and the individual 
deposits increased to $9,707,281,904 In 
other words, bank deposits increased 
more in the last ten years than they 
did in the proceeding one hundred 
years There has been no correspond- 
ing increase in bank reserves for the 
policy of the government the past ten 
years makes it impossible for the 
banks to increase their reserves as 
rapidly as the commercial and indus- 
trial developments of the country de- 
mands without precipitating a panic, 
•onsequently the great bulk of the 
business Is now being based on "con- 
fidence" and what is called "liquid 
capital." 


The repeal of the Sherman law cut 


off a monthly Increase of $4,000,000 o< 
legal tender and has charged some 
(400,000,000 of legal tender and trea- 
sury notes of 1890 into gold certifi- 
cates which are to be used to dcf rease 
our volume of money by at 
least 


t250.000.000, and the only way to get 
any increase of currency under pres- 
ent laws ia with gold coin, a limited 
coinage of sliver and National bank 
notes, the latter not being full legal 
tender, and are also a demand liability 
against the banks. 


In addition to the 16,1(6 banks which 


need a largely increased reserve of le- 
gal tender we also have eome 3006 
national, State, county and city trea- 
suries which always need a large work- 
ing balance to meet demand obllga 
tlons and the people generally should 
be allowed sufficient currency to 
do 


their daily marketing 


With all these ever increasing de- 


mands for more currency there should 
be no Question about the United States 
being able to maintain a double stan- 
dard and take care of all the gold ana 
silver that is offered under free coin- 
age at the ratio of sixteen of silver U 
one of gold
